*•  The  preface  to  this  work  is  very  modestly  conceived  by  the 
aathor,  who  is  widely  known  in  this  country  as  an  authority  on 
railway  law.  But  even  a  cursory  glance  at  the  work  discovers  that 
the  subject  has  been  dealt  with  in  a  manner  which  displays  a  know- 
ledge and  grasp  of  the  principles  contained  in  the  Railway  Act,  and  of 
the  railway  law  of  this  country,  only  to  be  obtained  by  one  long 
familiar  with  the  matter.  A  commentary  on  the  railway  Iftw  of  a 
country,  at  all  times  difficult  and  ardurous,  is  rendered  doubly  so  in 
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liability  beyond  its  own  lino  for  the  acts  of  its  iigontH,  after  th« 
arrival  of  gocxlH,  uh  warelioUMon»t>n  and  hh  carrieiH  of  paHfiengers  ;  the 
duties  of  railway  sorvants  in  charge  of  trains  ;  dolay  of  paHsengers  ; 
reH|)onHibility  for  baggage  of  passongerH  ;  when  liability  ccaHcs  ; 
negligence,  nonporfornianco  of  duties  :  acts  of  8i)rvantH  and  employes; 
injurien  to  piiHsengors,  person  and  employes  ;  accidents  ;  obstruct- 
ing and  interrupting  the  froe  uho  of  railways  ;  damages  by  tire  from 
engines ;  the  measure  and  limitation  of  damages  for  breaches  of 
contract,  and  for  injuries  to  persons  or  to  go<»dH,  and  many  other 
matters,  are  discussed  in  a  careful  and  searching  numner. 

The  language  is  clear  and  conciso,  and  the  literary  style  of  the 
work  throughout  is  superior  to  that  «)f  most  law  publicatums.  The 
notes  of  cases  and  authorities  •Referred  to  are  numei  >us,  and  appear 
to  have  been  carefully  selected  as  well  as  correctly  (pjoted.  The 
autlior  has  a"oidod  the  mistake  of  mixing  the  references  with  the 
text.  By  placing  the  notes  of  cuaes,  authorities,  and  statutes  at  the 
bottom  of  each  page,  the  simplicity  and  clearness  of  the  text  has 
been  preserved,  and  at  the  same  time  much  more  extended  references 
are  given  than  the  mingling  of  all  t<»gethor  wculd  have  permitted. 
The  enunciation  of  the  principles  relative  to  the  subject  under 
consideration,  and  the  ox|»lanation  and  elucidati<m  of  those  principles 
by  reason  and  authority  are  the  main  duties  of  a  legal  writer.  The 
value  of  a  book  is  not  detennined  by  its  size,  nor  by  the  number  of 
authorities  it  cites,  but  by  the  aptitude  of  its  (|uotati(jns  and  by  the 
clearness  and  precision  of  its  statements.  This  is  the  only  treatise 
upon  the  railway  law  of  Canada  which  has  been  published,  and  both 
in  the  substance  of  its  contents  and  in  the  method  of  treatment  it 
will  be  found  worthy  of  a  place  beside  the  best  English  and  American 
works  on  the  same  subject.  Some  of  the  books  are  merely  annotation* 
of  the  statutes  ;  this  is  much  more — it  discusses  the  principles  of  the 
common  law,  and  simpli6es  the  meaning  of  the  obscure  or  uncertain 
provisions  of  the  Railway  Acts.  In  this  respc  ;t  also  it  follows  the 
plan  of  Red  field  and  Wood  in  preference  to  that  of  such  English 
authors  as  Bourne  and  Shelford.  Much  more  labour  is  re(|uired  to 
extract  the  principles  of  law  from  ambiguous  and  conflicting  statutei 
than  is  involved  in  collecting  the  decisions  bearing  upon  them.

••  For  the  first  time  an  index  to  the  Quebec  Statutes,  on  a  detailed 
and  skilful  plan,  has  been  admirably  accomplished  in  this  work,  which 
includes  the  laws  of  the  province,  public  and  private,  whether 
repealed  or  still  in  force,  including  all  subjects  on  which  the  Legisla- 
ture has  passed,  continuing  the  succession  of  references  from  the 
earliest  enactment  up  to  date,  including  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1888,

In  the  second  part  of  his  work  Mr.  Leini<3UX 
examines  the  cases  in  which  contrainte  par  corps,  or  coercive  empri- 
I  «onment,  is  authorized  by  law.  In  the  third  ])art  he  indicates  the 
mode  of  execution.  The  two  latter  parts  of  the  work  form  an  excel- 
lent commentary  of  the  second  title  of  the  Code  of  Procedure.  This 
is  the  practical  part  of  the  work,  the  reader  finds  therein  the  solution 
of  the  difficulties  which  present  themselves.
